ton after a tour of inspection of im- 
portant inland ports. To gain first- 
hand information as to the need of 
additional patrol boats in the naviga- 
tion inspection service he has made 
an exhaustive study of conditions at 
a number of points where federal nav- 
igation inspectors have not been pro- 
vided. 

Commissioner Carson is a former 
Atlantan and during his short. stay 
here he is being greeted by scores of 
his former associates. For sixteen 
years he was connected with the N.., 
C. & St. L. railway in Atlanta. 

“When European conditions are set- 
tled, America’s railroad system will 
be inadequate to handle the tremend- 
ous movement of commerce,” Commis- 
sioner Carson said when he called 
to see old friends at The Constitution 
office. 

More rigid enforcement of the fed- 
eral navigation laws is Seing sought 
Heretofore inspection 
boats have patrolled the ports of 
Washington, New York, Memphis, St. 
Louis and other very large inkand 
ports, he said, but when congress con- 
venes he will ask for an appropriation 
sufficient to provide such inspection 
in many other cities. 

Mr. Carson roughly estimated that 
a half million dollars will be needed 
for the program of expansion he has 
in mind for the navigation inspection 
service. 

“Tt is my ambition for the govern- 
ment to build brand-new boats,”

It is not 
too much to say that the recovery 
of the world is in danger and that the 
peace for which so many sacrifices 
were borne is at stake. 

“It is in these circumstances that 
ithe necessity for action has been in- 
creasingly impressed upon his majes- 
ty’s government. The exchange of 
friendly conversations, useful as they 
are, does not appear to lead in all 
cases to positive results. It is be- 
coming evident that the attitude of 
the principal parties. concerned must 
be more clearly defined.

The men returned to work in Sep- 
tember on the basis of what was 
known as the Baltimore agreement, 
which was entered into by thirty-one 
major railroads of the country. The 
agreement left the question of senior- 
ity, which was the main bone of con- 
tention after the strike had extended 
into a month, to a commission to de- 
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Expenses Total $1,922,639.

The general 
effect of the strike caused a aelay iu 
passenger, freight and mail service 
by approximately OU per cent. It 
also resulted in a general breakdowu 
and deterigration of the surplus mo- 
tive power of the roads, and the tev- 
porary suspension.of 706 mail trains 
besides the widespread slowing up of 
business as testified to by fifty-tniee 
representatives of leading businva¢ 
concerns. in the country.

Dickinson and O, J. Taylor of Chi- 
cago who were appointed special as- 
sistants to the attorney general. 

In making the injunction perma: 
nent .Judge Wilkerson sain in part: 

“It seems almost incredible’ that 
warfare of the kind disclosed by the 
voluminous record in this case, 
should have been waged in this cova- 
try. It is even more ominous ‘that 
this unlawful assault upon the com- 
merce of the nation should have 
found apologists and defendants, in- 
cluding some, happily a few, how- 
ever, of those charged with the duty 
of protecting property aad enforcing 
the law.” 

More Than Controversy. 

“This strike was more than a con- 
troversy between employer and em- 
ployee,” the judge continued. “lis 
manifest purpose, as shown by thie 
evidence, was to cripple and destrey 
interstate commerce, and to:create oy 
this assault a public opinion hostile 
to the decision of the board. The 
primary purpose of the combination 
therefore is unlawful and it inay not 
be carried out by means that other- 
wise would be legal.” , 

“Even if the strike is <*cgarded 
merely as a controversy between 2ai- 
ployer and employee, the evidence 
shows beyond doubt that it was part 
of the purpose of those engaged ‘n 
this combination to carry on the 
strike by assaults and acts of .viv- 
lence. Certainly upon such a show- 
ing the injunctive relief will not be 
limited to forbidding acts of violence 
which are done in secret and _ for 
which it is hard to fix résponsibility 
and to impose punishment, and thus 
lenve defendants free to encourage 
injury to persons and property by 
open words and deeds which in them- 
selves appear peaceful and lawful.” 

The defendant unions were rot 
represented in court this morning. It 
was explained however that they 
have sixty days in which to file an 
appeal. The attorneys who repre 
sented them ‘withdrew from the cave 
when the question of the permanent 
erder came up in May and todry's 
decision was virtually by default.

INJUNCTION, ISSUE 
FOREVER SETTLED. 


Washington, July 12.—Attorney 
General Daugherty, in a statement is- 
sued here today, declared the Chicago 
federal court order making permanent 
the injunction asked by the govern- 
ment in the 1922 railroad shopmen’s 
strike “forever settled” the law, insur- 
ing the public against repetition of 
transportation paralysis. 

“No extensive strike trying up 
interstate commerce will ever take 
place again,”’. was a vwrediction re- 
iterated by the attorney general, 
who is at his home in Columbus, Qhiv, 
in the statement issued from the de- 
partment of justice. “This is a com- 
fort to which the public is entitled.” 

The attorney general’s§ statement 
follows in part: 

“The entry in Chicago today. of 
the finad decree brings to a close 
the case wherein, as attorney general, 
I filed suit asking for a restraning 
order against the shopmen participat- 
ing in a strike against the railroads 
and those interfering with interstate 
commerce and the carriage of the 
United Siates mails, The provisions 
of the final decree age practically, in 
all respects, identical with the pro- 
visions of the preliminary injunction 
issued last September. 


Without Parallel, 


“For its far-reaching consequences 
in peace. fully maintaining law and 
order, and for its expeditious handling. 
the case is without a parallel in legal 
annals, such expedition sneaks well for 
the judges of the northern district of 
Illinois in discharging the public bus- 
iness, 

“As this case is concluded, consid- 
ering the importance of the final 
decision of the court, I feel it per- 
fectly property to ray again what I 
said when I personallv argued the 
ease before the court for temporary 
restraining order, that no extensive 
stroke tying up interstate commerce 
will ever again take place in this 
eountry. This is a comfort to which 
the public is entitled. No. strike 
involving interstate eommerce can be 
conducted in this country with vio- 
lence and vandalism without severe 
punishment to those who thus partici- 
pate. The law in this regard is now 
forever settleds by this decision.”

night that he is one of the most 
dangerous fighters in the world. 

In beating down the veteran Jess 
Willard, and knocking him out in the 
eighth round here, he demonstrated 
the great power of sheer brute 
atrength over science, 

As I mentioned, in commenting 
upon Firpo’s fight with young Jack 
McAuliffe in May, Firpo does not 
know how to fight as this term is 
understood among boxers. He has no 
particular defense and no intelligent 
attack. But the powerful clubbing 
of his great right arm, swinging wild 
in the air, is, and-always will be. 
a menace to any fighter of his class 
as long as Firpo retains his youth 
and appalling strength. 

Jess Willard did not have a chance 
against the South Au.erican.
